morning at Tabor, in 
a 
Vandalia 


wreck. The awful news was reecived 
here this morning at 9 o'clock by the be- 
reaved family of the dead man, who re- 
side on Bast William street in this city. 
The wreck happened to No. 87, a through 
Vandalia freight, that left Deeatur this 
morning at 1530 o'clock. Ihe engine 
crew, Engineer James Williams and 
Fireman Elmer Rosengiants', were both 
residents of this city. Concluetoi Petty 
was, in charge of the train. The accident 
happened at4-30o'clock. They were run- 
ning at a good late of speed, when they 
suddenly discovered ahead of them a herd 
of cattle. It was an awful moment for 
the crew, and having no air appliances 
on the engine the engineer could not 
stop. Before many minutes they were 
much nearer the cattle, and knowing 
he would hit them any way, he pulled 
on heavy to attempt to cut his way 
thiough the stock. The engine, how- 
ever, pro\«d too light for the task 
and jumped the track, falling over 
on the right side, burying under it the 
body of the brave engineer. Both the 
engineer and firemen lemained at their 
posts; when the engine struck, Rosen- 
giantz jumped and landed safely and 
outside of a few bruises, is unhurt. 
When the jar came the speed at which 
they were runnning piled seven freight 
cars in one heap on the engine, under 
which the body of the engineer fell. Re-

the remains of Williams were taken out 
of the debris. They were mashed and 
scalded almost 
beyond recognition. 


Word was at once sent to Deeatur and 
to A. G. Bowen and other Vandalia offi- 
cials, and they left with the wreck train 
for the scene of the accident. 


The dead engineer was about 35 years 


of age, and had been in the employ of 
the Vandalia for the past 11 years. As 
an engineer the officials state there was 
none better on the road; a more popular 
man with all classes was not to be found 
in theii employ. But a short time ago 
while Mr. Bowcn, freight agent for the 
Van. 
in this city, was riding with the de- 


ceased on his engine, Mr. Williams said 
he would meet his death some day bv 
striking cattle. Little did he think then 
of the awful death that would befall 
him in that w.iy.

Protection and Pauperism. 


In England and Wales in 1890 there 


were 787,545 paupers living on public 
charities; in Ireland 107,774; France 
290,000; Germany 320.000; Russia 350,- 
000; Austria 290,000, and in Italy 270,- 
000. 
The same year in the United 


States there were in all only 73,000 pau 
pers. In trfis comparison the prosper- 
ity of the United States is shown in a 
remarkably favorable light. After two 
years of Democratic rule there has, how- 
ever, been a marked change in this 
country toward pauperism. It is esti- 
mated that we have since 1892 increased 
the number of paupers 400 per cent. 
The start in the direction of a free trade 
tariff has done this, as the free trade 
tariffs of 1846 to 1860 did it. 


Take New York and Great Britain as 


an example of the effect upon pauper- 
ism in these countries when we have a 
free trade tariff. 


In 1859 when we had a Democratic 


free-trade tariff in this country Great 
Britain, with a population of 28,8au,twu, 
had 1,057,123 pauperB,or three and seven- 
tenths per cent of its entire population.

The Price of Wool.

The Business Outlook Like an 


April Day, with 


1LTEBIATE CLOUDS AID SU1SHIIE. 


Improvements Still Continue in Some

The business outlook is much like an 


April day, with alternate clouds and 
sunshine 
In home branches strong 


improvement* still continue, while in 
others, trade is diminishing. In the 
adjustment to new conditions bueh 
conflicting signs are to be expected, 
and the more, because the deferred 
business which had awaited a settle- 
ment was by no means evenly dis- 
tributed. For some time to come, it ii 
likely, conditions in different trades, 
and even in different minor branches 
of the same trades, may vary widely. 
Strikes lessen for the time the work- 
ing force perhaps as much as it is other- 
wise increased; but the strike of gar- 
ment makers spread so rapidly that an 
early end is considered certain, while 
the strikes in cotton mills have ad- 
vanced prices so much that a settle- 
ment is thought not distant 


The government crop report is ex- 


pected to foreshadow a great loss in 
corn, while other observers believe re- 
ports materially exaggerated, and esti- 
mates of the yield range all the way from 
1,800,000,000 to 1,700,000,000bushels. The 
wide uncertainty affects business pros- 
pects to some extent, and an advance 
of half a cent the past week has fol- 
lowed receipts not half those of the 
aame week last year. Wheat receipts 
have been 5,677,157 bushels, against 
4,550,337 last year, and yet the price 
advanced one-half cent.although Atlan- 
tic exports were only 1,158,074 bushels, 
against 2,111,844 last year. Pork ad- 
•ranced 35 cents per barrel, and lard 35 
.cents per 100 pounds, as smaller esti- 
mates of the corn supply were enter- 
tained. The first bills against spot cot- 
ton of the new crop have appeared, and 
the Financial Chronicle estimates the 
yield at 8,500,000 to 9,000.000 bales. To 
appearances the new crop will exceed 
the maximum world's consumption of 
American, of which the stock carried 
over September here and abroad was 
1,588,484 bales. 


The change of duties has brought 


the government during the week 
94,343,509 in customs, which is less 
than many expected, and receipts are 
rapidly declining, while internal rev- 
enue has dropped off to $2,147,582, of 
which more than half was actually re- 
ceived in the previous week. But by 
rescinding its order regarding de- 
posits of gold here against notes de- 
livered at interior points, the treasury 
has gained more gold in a few days 
than by the increase in customs re- 
beipts. 
Large bills against future shipments 


of cotton, and considerable foreign pur- 
chases of bonds and stocks, have caused 
exchange to decline, but gold imports 
are not In sight, as exports of products 
from New York fall nearly 82,000,000 
behind last year's for the week, while 
imports show a slight gain and are 
likely to increase. 
Neither foreign nor domestic buying 


of stocks cause more than a trifling 
change in price, nor was the market 
encouraged by earnings, which were 
in August only 3 per cent, larger than 
last year, but for the montSi 14.1 per 
cent, smaller than in 
1893. 
The 


freight movement was 14 per cent, 
larger than in 1893, and west-bound 
tonnage was increased during the past 
two weeks, especially in heavy gro- 
ceries. The east-bound tonnage from 
Chicago is a little less than last year, 
and 10 per cent, less than in 
1892. 


Of the aggregate volume of trade 


no exact measure exists, but payments 
through clearinghouses for the first- 
•week of September were 7.1 per cent, 
greater than last year, though 29.7 per 
cent smaller than in 1892. Perhaps 
settlements on past business affect the 
record, but it also appears that com- 
mercial loans are not increasing and 
are limited, while western demands for 
moving the crops are much smaller 
than usual, indicating limited demands 
in other business there. 


The volume of currency decreased in 


August 910,903,758, and is now 833.99 
per capita. 
The boot and shoe industry has been 


less affected the past year than any 
other, but deferred business has easily 
lifted its transactions above those of 
the same week in ordinary years, Bos- 
ton shipments being 89,650 cases, 
against 57,400 last year. 84,826 in 1892, 
and 84,001 in 1870. Large orders are 
no longer as frequent as they were, 
but demands to fill assortments are 
*ery numerous, and purchasers out of 
rtock have exhausted supplies in some 
lines. The slackening of the demand

SECTION FIVE 


Of the New Tariff t»w omelaUy Deflned 


by Secretary Carltale. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Secretary Car- 


lisle yesterday afternoon issued an offi- 
cial circular regarding the marking, 
etc., of goods under section 5 of the 
new tariff law, in regard to which 
much uncertainty of construction has 
existed. After quoting the section in 
extenso, the secretary says: 


"This section differs from Section 6 


of the act of October 1, 1890 (McKinley 
law), in requiring a statement of the 
quantity of contents and in withhold- 
ing delivery of goods 'unjil they shall 
be duly marked,' etc. 
"In order to afford a reasonable time 


for compliance with the above section, 
it will be ignored, so far as relates to 
the statement of quantities, only upon 
merchandise shipped from abroad after 
August 28, 1894. 
"The department holds that the in- 


dication of the country of origin under 
this section need not necessarily be re- 
stricted to the declaration of the name 
of such country, but may be accepted 
under whatever form, provided the 
goods contain unmistakable evidence 
of their origin, without misleading 
marks or signs. 
"It is further held that the require- 


ment in respect to 'quantity of contents' 
applies only to packages, and not to 
separate articles. To interpret the sec- 
tion otherwise would involve the meas- 
urement of every spool of cotton and 
the gauging of every bottle of wine. 
It may be inferred that the purpose of 
this enactment was the protection of 
the consumer from loss through fraud- 
ulent overstatement of the numbers or 
quantities of articles contained in many 
imported packages offered for sale. 


"Certain classes of goods are respec- 


tively put up in packages of recognized 
and uniform quantities. A mere in- 
spection of such packages will suffice 
to determine the fact of their con- 
formity or nonconformity, as the case 
may be, with the established practice 
of the trade. If the former condition 
is manifest, no further 'indication' of 
the quantity of the contents is needed. 
As, for example, ordinary bags of 
coffee and barrels of flour have regu- 
lar sizes and capacities, and do not re- 
quire explicit statements in order to 
indicate the quantity of contents. 


"It is the purpose of the depart- 


ment so to construe the section, that 
without an evasion of its provisions, 
unnecessary obstruction and hardship 
to importers may be avoided. 


"Chief officers of the customs are 


hereby authorized to decide, in accord- 
ance with the above instructions, with- 
out reference to the department, ques- 
tions arising under the administration 
of the section above specified.

WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


It I. Tbo.*** *o Ba CM «^l ttaiMJ* I-* 
pnwtve Object. In the World. 


A famous living sculptor of ours has 


given us his opinion in condemnation 
of the Washington monument, "is 
sometimes called the Obelisk, for the 
comparatively simple reason that it is 
one, just as "they called him Peter, 
people said, because it was his name. 
With all due respect to the sculptor's 
right of judgment, which is unques- 
tioned, we may differ with him, and yet 
not brand ourselves barbarians. To 
the present writer it seems not too 
much to say that in certain light the 
Obelisk is the most imposing simple ob- 
ject of great dimensions in the whole 
world. Doubtless when seen, as it 
always can be seen by day, from a dis- 
tance of two or three miles and from 
different parts of the city, cut off by a 
line of modern roofs across a pale sky, 
there is nothing remarkable or beauti- 
ful alxjut it. It is then but the top of 
an obelisk, and nothing more; a slen- 
der straight line of stone vlsibfe in an 
uninteresting atmosphere. Even then 
it can hardly be said to be offensive, 
for it is too simple to offend. 


Go to it at evening, when the sunset 


lights have faded and the full moon is 
rising. It is impossible not to see its 
beauty then. For some reason not im- 
mediately apparent the white light is 
not reflected from the lower half of it 
when the moon is not far above the 
horizon. The lines are all there, but 
the shaft is only a soft shadow below, 
gradually growing clearer as it rises, 
and sending in a blaze of silver against 
the dark sky. The enormous propor- 
tions are touched then with a profound 
mystery; the solidity of the symbol 
disappears, 
the 
greatness of 
the 


thought remains, the unending vast- 
ness of the idea is overwhelming. 
Block upon block, line by line, it was 
built up with granite from many into 
one simple whole, a true symbol of 
what we Americans are trying to make 
of ourselves, of our country, and of 
our belief t. There is the solid founda- 
tion, proved and tried, which we 
know of and trust in. There is the 
dark and shadowy present, through 
which the grand straight lines are felt 
rather than seen. And there, high in 
the still air, points the gleaming fu- 
ture, perfect at all points, bright at all 
points, lofty as all but Heaven Itself. 
There is the symbol. We may ask of 
ourselves whether we are to overtake 
the shadows and reach the light, we or 
our children, or our children's children; 
or whether the half-darkness will creep 
up with us always, and with them, for 
ages to come, and even to the end. 


The Obelisk is beautiful not only by 


moonlight, as anyone may see who will 
take the trouble to look at it with eyes 
human rather than critical—at evening, 
for instance, from the terrace of the 
capitol, when all the world is sinking 
toward its mighty plunge Into dark- 
ness tSirott 
the foam of the cloud- 


breakers and 'e purple wash of night's 
rising tide; or at early morning, when 
the darkness sinks back, and the 
first 
blush 
of 
day warms 
the 


pinnacle 
of 
the 
lonely 
shaft—as 


though it had stabbed night in the 
sky and drawn the sweet blood of day- 
light upon its point. Most notably is 
it beautiful at such times when seen 
with the whole city from the great 
military cemetery on the heights of Ar- 
lington, than which few points in the 
world command a more lovely view.
